References to the Jrish Times freely 
were made at yesterday’s meeting, 
which was concerned almost shelly 
with the financial aspect of the pro- 
posals and a resolution submitted in 
the Report of the General Purp see 
Committee of the Corporation. 

After expressing its realisation of 
tne need for some form of community 
feeding, and its preparation to co- 
operate fully in the operation of any 
scheme for the provision of meals, the 
Committee stated that definitely it 
was of opinion that :>% financial bur- 
den in connection with the provision 
of such meals should be borne by the 
ratepavers, but should be borne by the 


national exchequer, and called upon 
the Government forthwith to amend 
the Emergency Powers (No. 109) 


Order accordingly. Under this Order 
the Government has extended power 
to the Corporation of County Boroughs 
to provide meals for such persons as 
they think fit, and charge such 
amounts as they think proper for 
them. 


DANGER OF RAW DEAL 


Proposing the adoption of the Com- 
mittee’s report, Mr. Milroy said 
that he did not intend to munimise 
either the importance or necessity of 
the scheme, nor was he ualsaiedl by 
any desire whatever to hamper the 
preparations being made, but, in his 
opinion, there was considerable danger 
that the anxiety of some members to 
avert mass hunger in Dublin during 
the months ahead, which might be a 
very serious time for the people, 
sol Bass as that anxiety was, 
might precipitate them into commit- 
ments which would involve on the 
ratepayers a burden which neither 
sould be equitable, tolerable, nor 
necessary. The Government proposed 
to give the Corporation power to un- 
dertake the scheme and mec the cost 
out of the rates, and the Local Go- 
vernment rtment would make a 
suitable contribution to the equipment 
of field kitchens. What that contribu- 
tion might be was not indicated, and 
the Department, of course, would be 
the sole judge of what they term a 
suitable contribution In his opinion, 
that was a very one sided proposition, 
and was likely to result in a very 
raw deal for the Corporation. 


50.000 MEALS A DAY 


“ On last Saturdav.’’ continued Mr. 
Milroy, “the Zrish Times. in a lead- 
ing article referring to this meeting, 
commented :—‘‘ We hope that it will 
not waste time in arguments about 
who is to foot the bill, but instead 
will give the scheme its hearty bless- 
ing.” This is a paper which during 
the past few years has acquired, and 
! think justly acquired, a reputation 
for sanity in outlook-in public affairs, 
and coming from it, that seems to be 
2 verv short-sighted and _ ill-considered 
statement. It apparently overlooks 
the fact that our acceptance of the 
Ssovernment’s proposal will not leave 
tie matter of who is to pay an open 
question, but will definitely and imme- 
saddle the ratepayers with 
whatever costs may be involved in the 
scheme, with the exception of this 
suitable contribution.’ It is not 
possible yet to make even a tentative 
calculation as to what this scheme will 
involve, but when ‘we appreciate this 
aspect of the proposal that the Cor- 
poration is to be asked to provide 
fifty thousand meals per day and that 
the Board of Assistance and the 
Vocational Education Committee will 
be looked to to expand that pro- 
vision, and that the cost of these will 
in the main be financed out of the 
rates, [ think it is umpossible to evade 
the conclusion that a scheme of such 
prstude is going to involve a very 
large and very serious outlay. I can- 
ngt imagine any business: man being 
asked to provide from 80,000 to 80,000 
meals per day without having some 
approximate estimate of the cost down 
in black and white.” 

He sincerely hoped, he said, that 
the members of the Council would 
take their responsibilities seriously and 
refuse to be stampeded into such an 
unbusinesslike course of action. The 
more he thou ht of it the more he 
wondered whe it was a function of 
the City Manager at all. He had a 
great respect for Mr. Hernon, but he 
did not know on what he 
should pay him as master of 
the culinary art. He been asked 
curious questions by the men who 
appointed him, but he was not asked if 
he knew how to cook a municipal stew, 
and if they adopted the proposal as it

There are rate- 
cates in shops in every street in 
ublin, whose resources are seriously 
curtailed because of lack of supplier, 
and we should hesitate before giving 
effect to a decision that they should 
be asked to meet an increasing rate of 
liability from diminishing resources. 
Mr. Milroy said that he was not 
criticising the Government, for the cir-

moot point whether any body of men 
could have coped more “ ectively with 


the situation than the present Govern- 


ment had. 
RATES AND RENTS 
Alderman A. Benson, seconding, 


said that the /rish Times had sugges- 
ted that the General Purposes Com- 
mittee and the meeting of ike. Corpora- 
tion were, in fact, delaying the carry- 
ing out of the necessary preparations 
for the provision of the meals, but he 
thought he was correct in- saying that 
what they did on either occasion made 
no difference to the City Manager. 
who was continuing his exploration 
and proceeding with a scheme that 
could not be produced overnight. 
There was no reason why any negotia- 
tions they might carry on with the 
Government should interfere with 
the progress of the undertaking. There 
were people who thought it would cost 
very little, and his own view was that 
at the start it was not likely to be 
expensive, but if supplies of fuel gave 
out, it would become costly. ey 
should not forget that any increase in

NATIONAL EMERGENCY 


Mr. J. J. Byrne said that there 
could not be a graver national scandal 
than the effort of the Government to 
impose on the rates the costs of the 
scheme. No one could doubt but this 
was a national emergency. The serious- 
ness of the position had been realised 
by the Archbishop of Dublin and the 
several charitable organisations in the 
city who had offered their’ unstinted 
co-operation. Every section of the 
community appeared willing to help 
except the Government.

“On Thursday, September 18, sub- 
marines of the Mediterranean Fleet, 
on patrol in the Central Mediter- 
ranean, successfully attacked a fast and 
heavily escorted Italian convoy, carry- 
ing reinforcements to Libya. 


_“*The convoy consisted of three 
liners. Two have been destroyed. It 
is «6probable that the third was 
damaged. 


‘One of the liners in this convoy 
was similar to the Vulcania, of 24,469 
tons. The other two were of approxi- 
mately the same tonnage.”’ | 


DESTRUCTION OF 
SHIPPING 


Yesterday's Royal Air Force Middle 
East communiqué said :— 

“ A series of successful attacks was 
made on enemy shipping in the region 
of Tripoli recently. In one of these, 
carried out by bombers of the Royal 
Air Force, one large schooner received 
several direct hits, and the crew 
immediately abandoned the ship, which 
was left a mass of flames. 

““ Another schooner, after being hit, 
blew up with such terrific force that 
one of our aircraft making the attack 
was destroyed by the blast. 

“On September 20, one heavily- 
laden merchant ship, off Kerkenna. 
was bombed, set on fire, and left 
sinking. 

“An enemy destroyer, just off 
Tripoli, was successfully attacked. 
‘Benghazi was raided on the night 
of September 20/21 by heavy bombers 
of the Royal Air Force, several hits 
being scored on the central and outer 
moles. 

“From these operations two of our 
aircraft are mising.”’ 

“ Libya.—Both at Tobruk and in the 
frontier area our patrols have been 
active,” said last night’s report from 
British General Headquarters, Cairo. 


ITALIAN ACTIVITY 
AT GIBRALTAR 


ROME, Monday.--A special Italian 
High Command communiqué to-day 
says :'— 

‘Special craft of the Royal Italian 
Navy penetrated the roadstead and 
inner harbour of the fortress of Gib- 
raltar, and sank a tanker of 10,000 
tons, another tanker of 600 tons, and 
a steamer of 6,000 tons, loaded with 
munitions. 

““A eteamer of 12,000 tons, loaded 
with war material, was hit and 
seriously damaged. This vessel ran 
aground on the rocks, and can, there- 
fore, be considered as lost.” —Reuter.

The Pink Star sailed from New York 
on September 3 with general cargo. 
The fate of the 34 members of the 
crew was not disclosed. They included 
six Britons, eight Canadians, three 
Belgians, one Dane, eight Dutch, one 
Pole, one French, one Portuguese, one 
Irishman, three Chinese, and one 
Ecuadorean.

NAVAL AGGRESSION ” 


VICHY, Monday.—Dakar, strategic

I came to Vichy to lay before Admiral 
Platon, Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, a series of plans. He was 
good enough to approve them. We 
shall begin to-day this- programme for 
to-morrow. Western Africa is, and 
will remain, French. 

“Our réle is to guard against any 
possible repetition of naval aggres- 
sion. We are ready.’’—(Reuter.)

ANKARA, Monday. — Turkish 
sources, which have been consistently 
well-informed on Bulgarian affairs, s-id 
to-day that Bulgaria was virtually re- 
signed to the prospect that she would 
be drawn into the war against Russia. 
Moreover, the rapid German advance 
along the Lower Dnieper had increased 
the prospect that soon supplies would 
be routed across the Black Sea from 
Bulgaria to the German soldiers, and 
that such activity would precipitate 
Russian air attacks against Bulgarian

VULNERABLE PORTS 


Both Varna and Burgas were re- 
ported to be filled with smál! and 
medium-sized supply boats, with a 
large number of German seamen to 
man them.

placed in charge. It can make a success 
of the scheme, or it can make a mess of 
it. If it should decide to defer the 
organising of kitchens until a financial 
agreement should be made with the 
Government, the chances are that winter 
would be here before anything practical 
was done. Mr. Milroy argues that the 
Government will pay nothing towards the 
cost of the cooked meals service, save 
to furnish a number of field kitchens: 
virtually the entire expense will fall upon 
the rates. If, he says, the Corporation 
“ gets going” with the scheme, it will 
have committed iteelf to full financial 
liability, and there will be no way out 
of it. Would that matter so much? We 
continue to believe that Mr. Milroy grossly 
over-estimates the probable cost of a 
system of community kitchens in Dublin. 
Such a system cannot be run for nothing, 
but there is no reason in the world why 
it should represent a heavy addition to 
the rates. Nobody has suggested that 
meals will be distributed free. The very 
poor, indeed, must receive them free, but 
the very poor receive relief of one sort or 
another already: why should they not get 
part of it in the form of ready-cooked 
dinners? The change will cost the Cor- 
poration no more. As for the great 
majority of people who will obtain their 
dinners via the cooked meals service, they 
will pay for them at cost price. 

In any event, the scheme must net be 
held up. Alderman Benson—who, by the 
way, sadly misrepresented a recent comment 
of this newspaper—took a very wise point 
of view yesterday. Let the work go on, 
he said: there is no reason why negotia- 
tions with the Government should not be 
conducted simultaneously. Mr. James 
Larkin was even more downright— ' there 
is no use humbugging,’’ were his words, 
“about who is going to pay the bill.” 
For ourselves, we hope that the Govern- 
mont will accept a fair share of responsi- 
bility for the scheme’s success. Some weeks 
ago we suggested what we still regard 
as a fair distribution of the burden. Let 
the Corporation provide premises for the 
kitchens, fred of rent and rates; and let 
the Government provide essential equip- 
ment—or such equipment as cannot be 
obtained by voluntary contribution. It 
may be necessary to furnish them with 
an initial supply of fuel and foodstuffs, 
but the cost of these commodities will not 
be so great that either Government or 
Corporation need trouble to haggle over it; 
and we are confident that after a few 
weeks’ working the scheme will have 
begun, if not to show a profit, at all 
events to show substantially less loss than 
Councillor Milroy seems to expect. In 
the long run it will not matter who pays 
the bill; nothing matters except that 
people shall not die because they cannot 
cook their food. We look forward with 
all hope to the “ skeleton ” scheme which 
the City ‘Manager will submit to the 
Corporation tha day after to-morrow. 
What is needed is a plan, however rudi- 
mentary, that will enable Miss Patricia 
Byrne, director of the cooked meals 
service, to go ahead, to earmark this and 
that place for kitchens, to make close 
contact with the existing kitchens and to 
encourage the formation of others by 
voluntary labour throughout every part of 
the city. There must be no waiting for 
a formal declaration of a “ state of 
emergency.” The emergency is upon us, 
and will remain so long as people are 
unable to buy an adequacy of fuel. It 
can be met and overeome; but that task 
will demand the co-operation not merely 
of Government and Corporation, but of 
hundreds of patriotic citizens who will 
contribute their labour. The women of 
this city have a chance to do work com- 
parable in patriotism and public spirit 
to any that has been done by the citizens 
of belligerent nations.

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Kiev, the Russians have been launching

sector, and the Russians have made sub- 
stantial advances from Yelnya, which was 
recaptured from the Germans a fortnight 
ago. According to bulletins from Moscow, 
a heavy defeat has been inflicted on the 
34th German Division after an engage- 
ment which lasted for eight days; and, 
while the Russian losses undoubtedly have 
been high, there is no reason to suppose 
that the German losses have not been 
equally severe. Now that Kiev has been 
taken, it is expected that the Russians 
will fall back upon the east bank of the 
Donetz River, and there is a widespread 
belief that the Germans will rest on their 
laurels for a while—possibly, indeed, until 
next spring. They have made heavy 
sacrifices in the Ukraine. Their transport 
services have been subjected to a 
tremendous strain, and, although there is 
no sign of an excessive drain on their man- 
power, their troops must be tired after 
their strenuous exertions of the last three 
months. 
Of course, German strategy has been so 
full of surprises since the beginning of 
the war that all the experts may be 
mistaken. Leningrad, even Moscow, may 
fall before Marshal Keitel decides to take 
up his winter quarters ; but it seems to be 
móre than likely that there will be a lull 
in the Russian fighting for a time, during 
which the politicians will try to consoli- 
date the gains that have been made by the 
military men. The campaign in Russia, 
which has lasted for more than thirteen 
weeks, has been probably the fiercest of its 
kind in all history; and the end is not 
yet. The Soviet armies remain virtually 
intact. With British and American 
support in respect of material, they may 
be able to hold out for an almost indefinite 
period, and the fighting in the region of 
Smolensk suggests that Russian moral is 
just as high as ever it was. While the 
campaign against Russia has been in pro- 
gress many people have been inclined to 
forget the fact that this war primarily is 
a struggle between National-Socialist 
Germany and democratic Britain—that 
the invasion of Russia, important as it 
was, was merely part and parcel of Herr 
Hitler's strategy against the British 
Empire, and that the major issues of the 
war still have to be decided. In these 
circumstances, the question that is exer- 
cising the minds of most of the military 
and naval experts at the moment is: what 
plans have the British made for the 
winter? Do they propose to take the 
initiative in the Middle East or elsewhere ; 
or will they continue their policy of a 
purely defensive strategy, relying on the 
twenty odd miles of salt water between 
Calais and Dover to protect them against 
a successful invasion? On the answer to 
this question much will depend; but it 
must be remembered that the war has been 
in progress for only two years. Those 
who can remember the autumn of 1916 
will realise that the real struggle hardly 
has begun.

Food Parcels 


We learn with regret that in future 
parcels of butter and bacon will not he 
accepted by the postal authorities for 
delivery outside the twenty-six counties. 
Up to the present, although the exporta- 
tion of fuod and wearing apparel officially 
has been prohibited, no restrictions have 
been placed on private parcels of food sent 
by people in this part of the country to 
their relatives and friends in the North. 
Admittedly, there were certain limits 
to the size of the parcels, which could 
not exceed five pounds in total weight, 
and could not contain more than two 
pounds of any one commodity, but the 
restrictions were reasonable, and the 
system made life a great deal more 
pleasant for many of our fellow-country- 
men on the other side of the border. The 
banning of such parcels is, of course, 
merely part of a campaign which is being 
waged to prevent the smuggling of large 
quantities of food and clothes into 
Northern Ireland, and it is only fair to 
the people of the South that they should 
be so protected. For some time past huge 
crowds of people have been setting out 
from Northern Ireland on a pilgrimage to 
the border towns to rifle them of their 
available stocks of food, clothes, and other

The Wallace Sword
